Standardised Ships.- 


Tonnage, and yet more tonnage, is an 
indispensable factor in the successful pro- 
secution of the war.

It is announced that under the Sugar (Regis- 
tration of Retailers) Order, retailers are forbid- 
den to sell suger after October lst, unless they 
hold certificates of registration granted by the 
within whose area 
their premises are situated. Committees must 
grant certificates to traders who apply before 
September 15th, and who, or whose predecessors 
in the business, were dealing in sugar by retail 
during the year 1915 in their areas, and who 
are so dealing at the date of apementien. Certi- 
ficates may be granted to other applicants if 
the Committee consider that it is in the public 
interest. Infringements of the Food Controller's 
regulations or directions relating to sugar may 
lead to the revocation of a licence. The Order 
does not apply to Ireland.

It was first, and 
above all else, in order to free the millions of 
Rumanes who live under Magyar oppression 
that the Rumanians of the Kingdom accepted 
the fearful risks of joining the Hntente. They 
are fighting against “ miliierism'’ and fight- 
ing for democracy as truly as any other of the 
Allies. The Conservatives and landowners have 
freely consented in Parliament to a franchise 
reform, which will transfer political power from 
the upper and middle classes to the masses, and 
to a great agrarian measure, which will place 
hundreds of thousands of acres im peasant 
hands.

The Italian official statement issued yesterday 
afternoon is as follows :— 

On the Bainsigsa Plateau the intensity of the 
struggle has increased. With extreme despera- 
tion, and greater employment of forces, the 
enemy is seeking to prevent us from progressing 
towards the eastern edge of the plateau. 

Our troops are resolutely facing the new re- 
sistance of the enemy, ana have overcome it at 
Various points. . 

On Monte Tonale and Monte Pasubio the 
Alpine battalions have distinguished themselves 
by their heroic conduct. 

During the day yesterday we captured over 
500 prisoners. 
‘Our aeroplanes, by effective and repeated 
bombardments, sowed destruction in tne in- 
terior of the enemy lines, increasing the dis- 
order which reigued there on account of the 
hurried retreat. 


AUSTRIANS IN FULL 
RETREAT. 

Reuter's Agency received yesterday from the 
Italian Headquarters the following additional 
details of the fightimg on the Itahan ftront:— 

The manquvre carried out by the Second 
Army being clearly outlined, the reasons which 
made it advisable to omit ali mention of the 
objectives gained in the Bainsizza Plateau have 
now disappeared. The greater part of this 
plateau, which Austria had transformed into 
a most formidable ontrenched camp, defended 
by a system of several defensive lines bristling 
with guns hidden in the hollows, is now In pos 
session of the Ltalian troops. 

The enemy is in full retreat before the un- 
tiring and daring attacks of the soldiers \ot 
the Second Army, who persistently attacke . 
battered, and finally overcame his mighty re- 
sistance. The retreat is covered by machine 
guns and light batteries, which are engaged in 
sharp rearguard actions. - These, however, do 
not hinder the Italian advance. 

The Valone of Chiapovano, 
Santo, has been reached and left behind. 
This advance, for a depth of between 
Six and, nine kilometres in a straight line, over 
a terrain naturally difficult, and rendered ex- 
ceptionaily strong by human ingenuity, is the 
result of a clever combination of push and 
mangeuvre. In this battle for the first time on 
the Italian front it has been possible to break 
away from the stereotyned and rigid methods 
and restrictions of position-warfare, and to 
develop instead a series of mighty frontal at 
tacks, which have led to the crumbling of the 
whole system of enemy lines which crossed the 
Bainsizza Plateau.

The Imperial 
Chancellor then stated that a colossal load of 
work had been imposed upon him as the lead. 
ing statesman of the Empire, and the Prussian 
President, by reason of the manifold and com- 
plicated tasks involved in foreign and home 
affairs. He, however, expressly stated that the 
delaying of the bill for Prussian electoral re- 
form was out of the question. The hill was 
being prepared, and as soon as ever it 
ready it would, in. due course, become law. in 
accordance with th® Royal romise, What most 
claimed his attention and oceupied his time 
were the colossal question of peace condi- 
tions, and the question of financial reform. 
The connection between these questions was so 
close and so far-reaching that the general Hnes 
of both had to be settled from one common 
standpoint. During a state of war it was much 
more necéssary than during times of peace that 
there ahould be el r and more frequent com- 
higed work betweth the Imperial Chancellor 
and other political circles, Ry reason of these 
facts, some personal. unburdening of the Im. 
perial Chancellor's manifold duties had been 
deemed expedient, as well as the splitting up of 
the Home Office, and the appointment há n 
Deputy to act for him. Tt was necessary for 
the Imperial "Chancellor to have a permanent 
Deputy, who should also be capable of repre- 
senting him on the occasions of the unavoidable 
and frequent voyages which he had to make. 
The Imperial Chancellor requested that this 
necessity should be taken into consideration by 
the Reichstag when discussing the addendum.

LEINSTER MAN RECOVERS

AUSTRIANS IN FLIGHT. 


Mr. Perceval Gibbon, correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph with the Italian Army, says—- 
On turday morning the Austrians were ai- 
ready seen to be moving slong the rearward 
roads, where the salteis tet wach Monte Santo 
and Monte San @abriele draws away northward 
and eastward to the Chiapovano valley, and 
the Italian aeroplanes, both great Capronis and 
fast fighting machines, were over them, and 
busy with them. The aviators reported the 
roa rged with northern traffic, motor lorries 
full ot infantry, crowdi their way rearward, 
guns getting back--all that hasty disorder 
which is the characteristic oí an ‘army in re- 
treat. In that disorder the Italians were busy 
inject further elements of discomfort and 
ruin. The village of Zagorji, through which 
the road passes, was shelled and set on fire, and 
the aeroplanes had the time of their lives bomh- 
ing the crowded s and swooping down to go 
into action with their machine guns. Britoff 
and Gargaro had been under fire since the night 
before. There was news from the north that 
the brigades at work there were smashing 
their way across the table land of Bainsizza, 
towards the higher parts of the Chiapovano 
valley, systematically rooting out the machine 
= which were planted like weeds in 
orest ways, and breaking 
them the Austrian forces. On Saturday morn- 
ing the battle had grown to the point when 
the High Command perceived the moment for 
tak Santo. The Austrians perceived the ap- 
proach of that moment not less clearly ; for the 
garrison of the mountain had been informed 
of what to expect, and ordered, in so many 
words, to resist to the uttermost. The troops 
designated for the assault moved off soon after 
seven. They went at their task in such a 
manner as to attack the crest from three direc- 
tions. The Italian artillery and trench mortars 
put an intense fire upon them, and at the due 
hour the storming he oile went uphill to their 
goal, They did $ at speed. There is victory 
In the air, and its exaltation and stimulus are 
in the spirit of the Italian troops.

The Washington Correspondent of the 
Morning Post claims that Archbishop Bongano, 
the Apostolic Delegate to the United States, 
has confirmed the accuracy of his forecast of 
Austria's hopes and intentions. In an interview 
in Kansas City, explaining the Pope's peace 
proposal, the Arehbishop said :—‘‘ It is a pro- 
posal for an armistice, an attempt to persuade 
the. warring nations to lay down their armas, 
and cease their fratricidal slaughter. Once they 
have laid aside their swords to secure peace 
through justice and persuasion, they will never 
take them up again.” It was explained in a 
telegram that the administration had no inten- 
tion of being beguiled by Austrian professions 
of good faith, or of accepting the suggestion of 
an armistice, unless it was accomparied by such 
guarantees as would make it certain that Ger- 
many was acting in good faith, it being realised 
that Austria was the mouthpiece of Germany, 
and that any proppsal coming from Vienna was 
really inspired by Berlin. The aititude of the 
Washington Government has not been changed 
by the events of the last few weeks. It is clear 
enough, both to the political and military 
branches of the Governmert, that an armistice 
would be immensely to the advantage of Ger- 
many, and would be equally injurious to the 
United Btates and her Allies.
